During a Campus Planning 
Committee public hearing Mon 
day, Valerie Anderson, represen 
ting the environmental studies 
department, biasted a preliminary 
proposal for alternative uses for 
the south end of camous and in 
troduced two alternatives 

Richard Kornweibel committee 
chairman, directed the hearing 
which was called in response to 
Qutcries from various members of 
the campus community for more 
input in proposing alternative uses 
for the area 

The California Youth Soccer 
Association last smester 
proposed a program iv provide 
resources to develop soccer fields 
at the south end of campus That 
area is now occupied by an en 
vironmental studies garden and 
the Associated Students, inc 
Community Garden 

Preliminary sketches for the 
CYSA proposal were drawn up by 
the campus architect indicating 
the gardens would be moved to the 


southern portion of the same plot 
of land 

According to Anderson, the 
closer the garden is to the freeway 
the the concentration of 
lead atmosphere, whict 
would not be beneficial to the 
gardens Aijso, the soil in this area 
1§ Of poor quality due to rocks and 
road construction materials 
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would the extend horizontaily 
The portion of land originally 
aliocated for the gardens would be 
designated for parking in the alter 
posal

United Professors of California 
Campus representative Erwin 
Kelly said he believes the Public 
Empieyee Relations Board will 
overturn a hearing officer's 
decision made last week regarding 
the number of collective bargain 
ing units on CSUC campuses 

Hearing officer Stuart Wilson 
last week recommended that 
CSUC academic professionals be 
divided into four collective 
bargaining units, contrary to the 
UPC’'s preference for ong “wail - to 
- wall” unit and the Congress of 
Faculty Associations’ request for 
three units 

Wilma Krebs, CFA vice 
president and, like Kelly, an 
economics professor, said she 
believes PERB will approve the 
recommendation. Krebs said the 
decision is a win for CFA’s 
members 

The hearing officer's decision 
said Krebs, “came out saying the 
community of interest for tem- 
poraries (non - tenured profes 
sors) is difficult due to job 
security” and therefore a separate 
unit for temporaries and part - time 
faculty was necessary 

The recommendation if 
adopted, “would seriously under- 
mine the bargaining strength of all 
professional employees by playing 
into the hands of the ‘divide and

McDowell spoke to a capacity crowd Monday in the Little Theatre, 
telling them “The main purpose of sex, according to the scriptures, is 
not procreation, for having children; that is secondary. The purpose of 
sex is a unity factor, for a man and a womari to become one flesh.” 

McDowell said some people in theological circles see sex as acom- 
mandment when we are told to ‘reproduce and replenish the earth.”

McDowell said for there to be a oneness in sex, love, and marriage, 
three different dimensions of one’s life must be fulfilled.

Secondly, two must become one in what McDowell calls a 
soulish unity where the personalities of two people become one 
Third, two people must become one spiritually

Barram view 
on apartheid

Editor, State Hornet 
Something about Rick Barram's 
editorial on US. corporations in 


the Repubiic of South Africa 
wasnt quite right Although the 


title assured me that US 
multinationals weren't con- 
tributing to apartheid, | wasn't 


ready to put my money back into 
the Bank of America. | read further 
There were two statements that 
Caught my attention, both of which 
| shall address. First, Barram said 
that the “foundation of apartheid 
Nad already been laid before the 
large multinational corporations of 
the United States had moved in 
Secondly, the title of the article 
US. multinationals not con- 
tributing to apartheid,” seems wor- 
thy of discussion 
Hardly an authority on the his- 
tory of apartheid in South Africa. | 
would venture to make an 
uneducated guess that it probably 
began iong before American cor- 
porations knew that the end result 


of business is profit. if Barram had 
provided the date (if available) 
when a smali group of white 
English nobiemen first forced 
blacks to dig at gunpoint for 
diamonds and compared it to the 
memorable occasion when U.S 
corporations decided to expand 
theit operations to other countries 
this statement might bear out. it 
seems plausible to assume that 
US. corporations entered into an 
existing apartheid system 

Now, to conciude that US 
multinationals are not contributing 
to apartheid is difficult todo Bar- 
ram suggests the possibility, ata 
corporate presence might prevent 
military excesses against the black 
majority He determines this by 


asserting that a corporate 
withdrawal would remove a 
substantial amount of the state's 
revenue leaving it severely 
weakened 


A weak state would, in Barram's 
opinion, be more inclined to shore 
up its military. Strengthening the 
military would serve to make the 
State stronger where the most 
chaos would likely ensue, at its 
base. The response to the loss of 
corporate revenues might well be

CSUS has now. for the second 
semester, in a row, a female 
jominated student body. Of the 
21 502 students enrolled in the spr 
ing semester, 11,122 are women 
Larry Glassmire of the Admissions 
and Records Office estimates that 
nearly 1.000 of these women wil 
graduate in May 


What can they expect to find 
when they attempt to enter the 
real, work - a - day world?

safety concept involves ali the other programs 
on Campus into a Coordinated effort to prevent 
crime” 

At schools like Cai Poly SLO. these 
programs include the fire department 
radiation safety, parking enforcement. bicycle 
safety and animal controi 

Such is not the case at UC schools. Police 
departments in the UC system utilize the 
municipal police system 

‘The municipal system is reactive jaw en- 
forcement,” Perry said. “The main prevention 
of crime in the municipal system is patroi The 
main deterrent is the fear of apprehension 

UC police departments concentrate mosiiy 
on patrolling the campus Most UC 
departments are in charge of bicycle and par 
king control, but they are not in charge of the 
fire department, animal control and other 
programs that are incorporated in the public 
safety system 

Since the Departments of Public Saiety at 
CSUC's have more programs to preside over 
with a smaller budget, the actual number of of 
ficers available for patrol of the campus 
reduced substantially (See police services 
chart.) 

More cops, less crime? 


The 19 campuses in the CSUC system have 
the same number of police, approximately 306 
as the nine - campus UC system 

One school of thought on crime preventio 
believes in strength in numbers, that is, wher 
more officers patrol, less crime occurs. Perry 
is from that school of thought 

| believe more officers. when actively 
directed, can deter crime,” Perry said “But 
don't know how to measure it 

UC Davis Police Chief E M McEwer 
agreed 

i think visible police patrols do act as a 
deterrent to crime,’ he said “But there is no 
way to measure it 

One way to measure the more - officers 
equals - less - crime theory is to compare the

amount of crimes that occur on campuses 
between the two systems 
Three rapes were reported on the CSUS 
campus last year Only one rape was reported 
at UC Davis, and McEwen said an investigation 
was unable to gather enough evidence to 
prove a rape had actually occurred Both 
schools are comparabie in size

Crimes on the Los Angeles campus included 
ne rape, four robberies, six felony assaults 
26 felony arsons. 40 stolen cars, 117 burglaries 
and four grand thefts One murder was com 
mitted adjacent to campus 
By comparison, UCLA, boasting a police 
force of 52 officers for its 34,023 students. ac 
cumulated only 14 robberies in all of 1980 
nO rapes, NO arsons, no stolen cars 
An overall comparison of violent and major 
crimes on campuses of the two systems shows 
that UC's, with more officers on patrol. nave a 
lower incidence of crime. Although there are 
more than twice as many students in the CSUC 
system, the amount of crime in the CSUC 
System is more than double in half of the 
Categories (See meé chart.)

Our campus is in the center of the city,” 
Said Sgt Phil Finger. “A lot of our crime comes 
from the People's Park avea, which is just four 
biocks away.” 

Santa Ba-bara was the No. 2 crime - ridden 
school in the UC system with one murder. two 
rapes, ihree attempted rapes and 11 assaults 
with deadly weapons last year 

‘The isia Vista area (where UC Santa Bar- 
bara is licated) was originally designed for a 
Student population,” said Dianna Halliburton 
records supervisor for UC Santa Barbara 
police “But it has become a total transient 
population 

The transient population accounts for 
almost all of our crime.” she said ‘It's amazing 
how few of our crimes involve our students.” 

Only one schooi in the CSUC system. San 
Jose State, is in a crime - ridden 
neighborhood 

Another difference between the systems is 
the way the departments handle their crimes 

We are staffed to the point that we can han- 
die anything that occurs on this campus 
McEwen. of the UC Davis Police, said “That 
includes rapes and murders 

The CSUS outlook isn't nearly so bright 

Only crimes which go beyond our 
resources are turned over to the Sacramento 
Police Department depending on the in- 
dividual crime,” Perry said of CSUS's policy 
All three rapes that occured on came last 
year were turned over to SPD 


Crime at CSUS 


Violent crimes at CSUS during 1980 in 
creased sharply from 1979. paralleling state 
and national levels. One student was raped in 
the administration parking lot in April, and two 
Jormitory residents were raped in December 

Perry said the statistics could be deceiving 


one crime can murder our stats,” Perry said 

The rapes in December were a very odd - bail 
type of thing. Except for those three rapes, our 
crime rate was very low 

‘Most Crimes on this Campus are minor,” he 
said. “As an open campus, we are vulnerable to 
people from the community coming in and 
creating disturbances.” 

Criminal Justice Department Chair Williarn 
Meinicoe, a professor at CSUS for 25 years, 
thinks CSUS has been fortunate as far as crime

| don't think the crime on this Campus is as 
bad as it appears,” Meinicoe said “Keep in 
mind, this is the largest the campus has ever 
been. The more people you have, the more

‘The only thing the Department of Public

Meinicoe worked for the UC Berkeley 
Police Department before coming to CSUS 
and said the crime rate there was extremely 
high

Would organizing help? 


Police departments in the UC systems get 
what they want from the state, McEwen Says

At 22, King has practically given up on acareer in the pros He calls 
his chances “very siim. Pro bail is in the back of my mind, but !'m not 
holding my breath 

King feels that the Hornets have a good chance at winning the 
league championship. ‘It depends on pitching,” he said. “We have ex 
cellent hitting throughout the line up 

We have got to stay up,” King continued. “Our hitting hasn't been 
a8 gOOd as it Could be. | am hoping that we can break out of the siump 
in the second haif 

The strongest point to the Hornets King feeis, is their ability to 
come back. “We get down some runs, and the team fights atid really 
comes back.” 

The scout acted as though he was doing me a big favor King ex 
plained. “His ideas and mine were different. We ended up getting ina 
scuffling match, and | threw him out of the house 

King returned to Solano in 1979 and had what he cailed “a bad 
year’ on the mound, finishing with a 5-3 record. The positive pois ic 
the season is that he led the league in hitting. piling up a hetty 410 
average. “My fastball went »n vacation and never came back.” King 
said of his pitching troubles 

That summer King hitched up to a traveling team from Arizona, the 
MNK Generals. While with the Generals, King got a chance to pitchin 
Canada. The stint only jasted a week, but the pitcher returned with a 1 
1 record He would have liked to stay jonger if he hadn't been 
obligated to the Generals, he said 

King picked up his AA degree from Solano in January of 1980 and 
was in a Hornet uniform for the first time last spring. He had a disap- 
pointing season, finishing with a 3-5 record Hornet coach John Smith 
remembers King as being the “tough iuck kid. If the team ever had a 
bad inning, it seemed like Rich was out there.” the coach said 

The lefthanded pitcher took last summer and the winter off from 
baseball and iitied weights to get in shape. He feit that the layoff 
helped his pitching “| really missed baseball and it is my last season 

King is currently playing with a sore elbow, which X - rays show to 
be a hairline fracture of the bone ‘The doctor has told me since it is 
my iast season of pitching, to try to stick it out.” he said 

King usually works the first game of each league doubleheader, a 
spot that he thinks benefits him. “The team really wants to win that 
first one,” he said. “They really go out and make some great defensive

Special effects in ‘Scanners’ outshine acting 


Anyway, Lack, McGoohan and O'Neill are piited against arch rival 
scanner Revock played by Michael Ironside. As it turns out, lronside's 
character is somewhat defined during the movie so at least one 
member ot the plot has some identity 

What evoives during the movie is a rather simplistic yarn about the 
classic conflict between good and evil As the movie unfaids the 
viewer is not surprised by the ending: one aimost expects it 

The only good part of the movie is the special effects. To create 
realistic gore, Cronenburg assembied a crew of special effects artists 
tnat, in many respects, outshines the actors 

Dick Smith (of “Aitered States” fame) designed the biood blisters 
for the fina! scene. To achieve the effect of blood vessels expanding 
and exploding all over the actors bodies, Smith constructed a series of 
plastic sacks connected to tubes that ran down the actors backs to 
pumps on the floor A little make - up and a truly remarkable effect

and sex aren’t enough to save ‘Eyewitness’

Back in the ‘50s when atomic power was the catalyst of many 
monster movies, kids were scared silly by giant men, ants, crabs and 
grasshoppers on the big screen. Producers were exploiting some - 
thing unknown and speculating on the possible effects of their 
misuse. What usually resulted was some aberation of a normal being 
creating some outrageous special effects and mild bloodshed it was 
the stuff some not so great movies were made of 

The monster movie of the '80s deals with a new type of power, one 
that most of us are unfamiliar with, giving producers a new angle to 
shoot from 

“Scanners,” currently playing at Arden Fair Cinemas, Birdcage 
Walk and the Esquire, capitalizes on the vaguely understood 
phenomenon of telepathy and ESP 

Produced by David Cronenburg, the questionable master of 
Canadian horror films, “Scanners” represents a film using state - of 
the - art special effects but very little else. in short, this movie is as big a 
bust as the exploding head scene that is supposed to make the flick so 
spectacular. Scanners suffers from a sketchy plot, poor character 
development and lousy use of some great talent 

Cronenberg is known for avoiding in - depth personality 
development in his films, so the piot will stand out more. Un 
fortunately this gutless approach to movie script writing just doesn't 
work, and “Scanners” is a testament to the fact 

Scanners stars Canadian actor Stephen Lack, who's starred in 
such biggies as “Rubber Gun” and “Head's On’ with Saliy Kellerman 
of “MASH” fame. True to his name, Lack lacks talent, delivering his 
lines with a blank stare and all the feeling of a rock 

Surrounded by a cast of untamiliar supporting actors and actresses 
is Patrick McGoohan of the English series ‘Secret Agent’ and the 
beautiful Jennifer O'Neill of “Summer of '42." McGoohan plays Dr 
Rooth, the kindly old psychopharmacologist who specializes in 
scanners; people who possess the power to join their minds with those 
they scan 

Scanners can use their powers to subdue, manipulate or even kili 
those they concentrate on. O'Neill plays one of Lack’s scanner 
friends, and it is eluded that there might be something romantic 
developing between the two mental wizards. But, we never really 
know if the two feel anything for each other — another failing point of 
the movie
